(Uosbland WofUl.) 
Tlio second ordlUiU'y general iiioetliig of 
'he t:aniidlaa Ore CoucLntrallou, Limited, 
took i)Iaee on l'"el)ruary irjnd til Salisbury 
House, London Wall. Mr. Ernest E. Saw- 
yer, who presided, said tlia.t tUu coyaltlcij 
from orderS; already placed and now being 
executed should, as soon as tUcy came In- 
to force, meet the company's expenditure. 
Aiu- fresh orders would therefore, represent 
protits, and these, though not yet In sight, 
could not ibe very far oil. The Le dtol No.

The oil ioss was 103 gallons, per ton or ore 
treated; there was a concentration of six- 
teen tons Into one; the final tailings assay 
was three-fourths of a dwt. of gold, and 
less tiian ^ oz. of silver per ton, and one- 
tenth of one per cent of copper, which must 
bo regarded as 'tielng extretnely- satisfau- 
lorv. • The report -was' •unanimously adopt- 
ed. 

In regard to the experimental plant erect- 
ed for Le Itol No. 2 at Rossland, the chair- 
man was able to state that $3 per ton 
should be the very outside cost of working, 
even at suca nu expensive place as Uo.ss- 
land, and with the present small plant. 
With regard to the oil consumption, al- 
though it was originally estimated at I'/j 
gallons per ton, since the works have siart- 
ed It .has been reduced to very slightly 
over one gallon. 

To show the advantages which are gain- 
ed by increasing the plant, the 'nventor 
elated that wlUi a 6 ;or 8 unit iplant, oil, 
rxoyalty, alir chargea 'should not greatly ex- 
ceed 3s. per ton. The* adoption on a large 
Bcale of an economical concentrator process 
such as tills In the Rossland mines will so 
greatly beuellt the mining Industry geuor-

Bleak Spot Where Most ot .Coast Sliip- 
ping^ews Originates. | 

The point of greatest }mj)ortance in 
the XortliwcPt, as iar .is the weather 
'burenu is concerned, is I'utoosh island. 
At the head of the ^^tI•aits ds this littie 
Ibarren ))iece of earth. It coiitaintj not 
more than seventeen acres of roel;y 
■ground. It is swei)t i)y every gale that 
dashes tlie witters ot the Xortheni Taci- 
ffic ocean. It is at one time m- niiother 
itlio centre of every storm that ravif-lies 
the Wnsliiiigton cor.st. It stands lonely 
iinil isolated, defyiiii,' the winds and tlio 
■waves. Yet to every ,<ection of the 
United States a message from it is daily 
eent, iand .the impor.tauce of that mes- 
sage is nott'to'bc tinderrated. 
I At Tatoosh is situated the most •west- 
erly station of tlio weather department. 
Indeed, two of the- four inhabitants of 
tne island are in the wentlier bureau 
service. The life tliat the.^e men must 
perforce lend are devoid of all ithot^e 
thiufTs tlint are ordinarily accounted 
neoossarv for the pleasures of life. 

Thoy rise at half pnt^t four in tlie 
morning, take the various observationiJ 
required, cnWe the results to the uiain- 
iaiid, care for V.w'ir iiistnimeiits tliroiigli- 
out the day, note tin- vessel.s sailing in 
and out of tli'e straits, make the same 
observations in the aXternoou as in the 
morning, prepa[re '. the evening jnea|' and 
then to bed tO rise on the morrow nnd 
recent the same monotonous routine. Of 
this dally grind, the arrival once a week 
of the Indian' canoe with the mail and 
provisions mark the only iiiterniption. 
It makes tlie only exOiti'iiient and cre ilis' 
the only sensation, and. when us last 
week, a thing so extraordinary as tlie 
overturning of tliat canoe occuiv. the 
affair bcconn s llie tojiic for immiuera- 
able (lisi'ussions. The swisli of the waves 
lu-eaking on the shore, the boonijiig nf 
the surf, the shriek of the wind, the 
whistle of the jiast^ing steamer comprise 
tlie r.-eoro of the islanders' operas. Yet 
the crnsli of the waves against tlio rocks 
and the moaning sobs of the wind muf^t 
nt last grate on the ears. fThe longing' 
for tlie music of man, for the Jignits and 
laughter nnd life of a city sometimes j 
igrow- insistent and !the departmentar 
Jiendqiinrters is beeouglit for a .transfer 
to some more favorably located station.

When the Amcriean iiiarinos and the 
Colombian troe.ps receirtly confronted 
each other at Colon it looked for a time 
as if a battle Wii« to bo fought on the 
pier of the Hoynl .M^l ',SJ'e;MWl>iP ■ I'QW 
pany. A pier is rnthfir-inu' uiiusual place 
to light a battle, but ba-ftfes have been 
fought in many curious places, rangiii 
'roin mountain peaks to sewers and 
from ieo fields to desert sands. 

At the battle of IMonterey, in the M 
icun war, the Americans were tilde to 
comntaiiil the .streets of the city wilh 
their artillery, hut tlie.v had dilli.'Ully in 
disloiU-ing tlii> Mexican from the lions 
So, the city bidiig built of stone or adobe 
in tioVii] blocks of houses, the Yankee 
broke through the -walls fnun one housi 
to annflii'r, tiu'hliug and doiviiig out tin 
enemy, .so that the battle of Monterey 
was, largely .fought indoors. 

In. 'oiie of .!the battles, of the wars of 
William the Silent for the iiidenendenco 
of the Xctlierlands, the Spanish ships 
were frozen in the Ziiidcr Dee. Tli 
Divtch came out <m liorsidjaek over tli 
ice and attiK^ked them. This is proiialily 
the only battle of which cavalry was 
ever used directly against ships. .Sev 
eral other combats were fouglrt between 
troops on the ice in these war's, and on 

Ol I'c'isiou the infantry is said to have 

worn skates. 

The battle of .Vustrelilz wa.s partly 
fou.trht oil a rrozen lake, and when the 
allies were retreating across it, the shot 
from tlio French artillery, plunging into 
the 'ice^'and'Ibreakiiig It up, 'caused' the 
death of thousands of "Russian^ and Aiis- 
trians. 

..or the many uiidergronnd bailies 
which have taken place in history, llir 
liercost -was .jirobably that of the sii'gi' 
of lllaarlem iu the Dutch wars. Tlu' 
■Spaniards mined and the Dutch counter- 
mined wilh ei|ual iiidiiHtr.v, and bidow 
the ground a licree eoiillict raged. 

"When the Vers/iilles troops took Paris 
after the cnmmune they chased t:(une of 
the couimiinist triKips to the ^'reat sewers 
of the French eapilal, where some de.- 
perate struggles took place. '
